The New Envoy 


Sir,—Apparently there 1s a 
great deal more interest being 
in the appointment of 

Con O'Neill as Charge 
D’Affaires in Peking, than the 
writer thought at the time his 
article appeared in.the corres- 
pondence columns of the South 
China Morning Post ‘issue on 
May 20, judging by the fact the 
China Mail saw ft to write a 
leader on this appointment in 
their ‘issue of May 21 under 
“Comment of the Day”. 


In case my previous article 
was not definite enough in ex- 
pressing what I feel. is the 
reaction to this appointment by 
‘the general public, I. would like 
to clarify myself as follows: 


1. ‘The importance of China 
in world affairs is now greater 
than it has ever been since con- 
tact’ was first effected between 
East and West, and is likely to 
become progressively more im- 
portant ‘year by year., 


Accordingly, a ‘vide and 
generous view should be: taken 
and the appointment calls for 
an ,Ambassador and . not a 
Charge d’ Affaires. ba 

2. While we all agree that Mr 
Con O'Neill has never served in 
the Far East before, and. that is 
necessarily no reason for auto~ 
matic disqualification of his 
candidature, I most certainly do 


not think it'is fair to state that |. 


those who are anxious about his 
appointment . are ”. expressing 
ecaptious, 
nor can anything I. said be 
classed as obnoxious, Also,.we 
are well aware : that ‘an. “Am- 
bassador or Charge d/Affalres 
has a highly trained and, ex- 
perienced ‘staff to guide him, and 
do all his routine work for him. 
However, I submit that ‘dealing 
with Far Eastern affairs requires 
considerably more first hand 
knowledge of “the modern 


Chinese people than can ‘be! chai 


acquired from history or merely 
reading reports for a. very short 
time. It’ seems a pity that Mr 
Trevelyan cannot remain as an
